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HIS  WORSHIP  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS, 

LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  seventeenth  Annual  Report 
since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  of  Divisional  Health 
Administration , 

Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  also  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding  Comity 
Council “s  local  health  services  Eind  has  similar  functions  in  the 
Urban  Districts  of  Hebden  Royd,  Sowerby  Bridge  and  Ripponden  and 
iha  Rural  District  of  Hepton,  This  scheme  has  led  to  a  closer 
integration  of  local  authority  health  services » 

In  1963  the  birth  rate  in  Todmorden  fell  from  the  relatively 
high  level  of  the  previous  year  to  14*2  per  thousand  population; 
this  is  still  above  the  average  figure  for  the  district  but  is 
much  lower  than  the  rate  for  the  rest  of  the  country.  The  death 
rate  has  also  fallen,  to  15 a 5  pe^  thousand,  a  level  which  is 
still  considerably  higher  than  the  national  figure.  There  was, 
therefore,  a  natural  decline  of  23  in  the  population  but  the 
Registrar  General  estimates  that  the  actual  fall  has  been  of  the 
order  of  250  in  the  year,  which  continues  the  trend  which  was 
recently  confirmed  by  the  1961  census. 

The  causes  of  death  were  again  chiefly  degenerative 
conditions  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  respiratory  conditions 
and  cancer,  all  of  which  had  a  high  incidence.  There  were 
thirteen  deaths  due  to  accidents,  other  than  road  casualties, 
which  is  the  highest  figure  for  some  years  and  draws  attention  to 
the  continued  need  for  education  and  propaganda,  especially  on 
the  subject  of  accidents  in  the  home,  which  is  an  important  part 
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of  the  work  of  the  Todmorden  Accident  Prevsntion  Councils 

Except  for  measles j  there  were  no  significant  outbreaks  of 
infectious  disease  in  the  course  of  the  year  under  review. 

However,  the  notification  of  12  cases  of  tuberculosis  is  a  timely 
reminder  that  there  are  still  tasks  ahead  in  the  field  of 
preventive  medicine .  This  division  of  the  West  Riding  is 
co-operating  with  the  Ministry  of  Education  in  cstrrying  out  a 
survey  to  determine  the  extent  of  naturally  acquired  tuberculosis 
infection  in  children  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  twelve.  This 
is  particularly  opportune  now  that  this  disease  has  been  eradicated 
from  cattle  and  a  generation  which  has  not  been  exposed  to  bovine 
infection  is  coming  of  school  age.  Consequently  a  child  who 
reacts  to  a  skin  test  will  have  been  infected  from  a  human  source 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  survey  will  prove  valuable  in  detecting 
unsuspected  cases  in  the  community.  The  skin  testj  which  is 
simple,  painless  and  harmless,  was  carried  out  on  2^785  childi-en 
in  this  division  in  1%3  and  in  the  first  year  resulted  in  8  cases 
being  notified  and  a  further  24  persons  being  kept  under 
observation  at  the  chest  clinic,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  reactor  rate  whichj  like  the  tuberculosis  notification 
rate,  has  been  high  in  this  area  for  many  years,  is  now  coming  down 
to  an  acceptable  figure.  For  instance,  in  194^  some  45^  of  our 
children  had  been  exposed  to  the  risks  of  tuberculosis  infection 
by  the  time  they  were  ten  years  of  aga,  but  last  year  the  figure 
for  the  same  sige  group  was  less  than  11^,  Vaccination  against 
tuberculosis  is  offered  to  contacts  of  cases  and  to  children  in 
the  secondary  schools  providing  there  is  no  evidence  of  previous 
infection,  and  this  confers  an  excellent  degree  of  protection.  In 
'^%3s  759  such  vaccinations  were  performed  in  this  division. 

The  domiciliary  services  of  the  Local  Health  Authority 
continued  to  perform  their  essential,  though  unspectacular, 
functions.  The  Home  Help  service  increased  both  the  number  of 
cases  and  the  number  of  hours  worked,  and  again  most  of  this  time 
was  devoted  to  helping  in  the  homes  of  the  elderly.  The  home 
nursing  service  was  maintained  at  full  strength  to  work  under  the 
direction  of  the  family  doctors  to  provide  any  necessary  nxirsing 
care  in  the  home,  and  a  wide  range  of  nursing  equipment  is  now 
available  on  loan  if  required,  both  from  voluntary  associations 
locally  and  from  the  County  Council,  In  addition,  cases  with 
permanent  physical  handicaps  can  receive  assistance,  including 
adaptations  of  premises  if  necessary,  from  the  Welfare  department. 

The  Todmorden  Needy  Sick  Fund  co=operates  with  the  County 
Council  to  provide  48  meals  each  week  for  elderly  people  in  their 
own  homes,  and  has  also  continued  to  organise  a  chiropody  service. 

In  1963  treatment  was  arranged  in  the  chiropodists*  swgeries  for 
621  persons  who  attended  for  3? 273  treatments,  and  a  further  141 
persons  who  were  unable  to  attend,  received  689  treatments  at  home. 

In  the  routine  inspection  and  control  of  food  and  water,  one 
private  water  supply  was  particularly  troublesome,  as  sampling 
showed  evidence  of  both  a  high  lead  content  and  heavy  bacteriological 
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pollution.  As  the  properties  served  were  too  high  and  coo  remote 
for  any  alternative  supply,  measures  had  to  be  taken  to  remedy 
defects  and  neutralise  the  water,  aind  the  result  han  been 
satisfactory.  The  original  complaints  were  of  digestive  upsets 
but  no  serious  injury  to  health  has  been  reported;  however  it 
is  on  record  that  lead  poisoning  was  prevalent  in  the  same 
district  50  years  ago  so  regular  sampling  of  these  upland  water 
supplies  must  continue. 

The  Council  reviewed  its  clearance  programme  in  1^62  and 
agreed  to  accelerate  the  rate  of  progress.  The  results  of  this 
policy  are  now  being  seen,  as  in  the  course  of  1963,  ll6  houses 
were  included  in  Clearance  Areas,  and  50  houses  were  demolished. 
The  increasing  burden  on  the  housing  department  has  not  yet 
materialised,  as  the  council  ultimately  rehoused  only  5  of  the 
28  families  displaced  by  its  clearance  activities.  However,  much 
greater  demands  will  be  made  in  future,  as  the  number  of  empty 
properties  in  the  town  declines  and  displaced  families  insist 
upon  a  reasonable  standard  of  accommodation.  The  demand  for 
improvement  grants  continues  to  increase,  and  137  schemes  were 
approved  and  82  completed  in  1963,  compared  with  67  and  70  in 
the  previous  year.  The  uptake  of  these  grants  is  the  best 
guarantee  that  the  sound,  solid  but  aging  houses,  which  comprise 
a  large  proportion  of  the  Borough,  will  continue  to  be  maintained 
and  provide  reasonable  homes  for  the  future. 

In  conclusion,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  may  I  thank  you  for 
your  kindness,  patience  and  co-'operation ,  I  also  wish  to 
express  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  consistently  loyal  and 
energetic  work  of  the  staff  of  this  Department,

SECTION  II 
GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
A*  HOSPITALS 

There  is  no  General  Hospital  in  the  Borough  of  Todmorden. 
Patients  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a  rule  to 
hospitals  under  the  administration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals 
Mans^ement  Committee  (National  Health  Service).  Included  in  this 
group  are  the  Halifax  General  Hospital,  the  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary,  St.  John*8  Hospital  (for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick), 
Northow:*am  Hall  Infectio$ui  Diseases  Hospital,  Todmorden  Fielden 
Hospital  (for  long  stay  medical  cases  in  children)  and  Todmorden 
Stansfield  View  Hospital  (for  mentally  subnormal  patients) « 

Maternity  beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General  Hospital. 
Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases,  mothers  expecting 
their  first  child  and  mothers  with  unsatisfactory  home  conditions. 

Special  Hospitals  (e.g.  Mental  Hospitals,  special  Orthopaedic 
Hospitals,  Tuberculosis  Sanitoria  etc.)  outside  the  Halifax  area 
are  available  when  required  they  are  situated  in  various  parts  of 
the  so-called  ’'Leeds  Hospital  Region"  which  in  fact  extends  into 
all  three  Ridings. 


B.  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Vest  Riding  County  Council  maintain  an  Ambulance  Depot  at 
Stansfield  Road,  Todmorden,  with  an  establishment  at  the  end  of 
1^63  of  a  Station  Officer,  fifteen  full-time  Driver-Attendants, 
a  Clerk/Telephonist  and  four  vehicles.  The  area  served  covers 
Todmorden  Borough,  part  of  Hebden  Royd  U.D.  area  and  the  Hepton 
Rural  District. 


C.  UBORATORY  FACILITIES 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
(directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the  Ministry  of 
Health)  at  laboratories  in  Wakefield  and  Bradford,  and  by  the 
Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Service  at  Leeds. 

) 

D.  ISSUE  OF  ANTI-TOXIN  ETC. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  available  at 
the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  and  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary  for 
issue  to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them.  By  arrangement 
with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies  of  tetanus  anti- toxin  are 
also  kept  at  the  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  use  of  local  medical 
practitioners  in  the  Division.  A  supply  of  reagents  for  diphtheria 

and  whooping  cough  immunisation  is  also  available  free  of  charge  to 
private  practitioners  who  have  undertaken  to  participate  in  the  Vest 
Riding  County  Council's  schemes  of  immunisation.  Poliomyelitis

In  addition  the  distribution  of  cod  liver  oily  orange  Juice ^ 
vitamin  A  and  D  tablets,  and  National  Dried  Milk,  is  carried  out 
at  the  three  Child  Welfare  Clinics  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of 
Food.  A  full°time  cqunter^service  for  these  items  only  is 
provided  at  the  Abraham  Ormerod  Medical  Centre, 

Provision  of  Maternity  Outfits 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  confinement 
in  their  own  home. 

C.  PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME 
Home  Nursing 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  home  nursing  in 
Todmorden,  fwo  whole-time  nurses  were  employed. 

Midwifery 

Two  whole-time  midwives  (one  being  resident  at  the  Nurses’  Home) 
are  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  serve  the  Todmorden  area  and, 
additionally,  a  part-time  midwife  is  employed  when  necessary. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  Todmorden  women  confined 
in  hospital,  ju^ivate  nursing  home,  or  delivered  by  midwives  and 
private  practitioners  in  Todmorden  or  elsewhere  so  far  as  has  been 
ascertained.

Complaints  were  received  from  families  drawing  water  from  one  of 
the  supplies j  and  sampling  indicated  both  excessive  amounts  of  lead 
and  heavy  pollution  from  B,  Coli  (Type  1) o  Investigation  revealed 
a  defective  pipe  line  to  the  storage  chambers  and  that  the  water  was 
accessible  to  cattle.  Pollution  as  heary  as  1804-  B,  Coli  per  mlo 
was  reportedj,  and  the  lead  concentration  was  as  high  as  8,0  p,p,mo  in 
the  overnight  specimen. 

This  district  is  too  high  to  be  supplied  with  mains  water  j,  s© 
action  was  taken  to  renovate  the  pipes  and  harden  the  water  by  the 
addition  of  limestone  chippings  to  soma  of  the  cisterns.  Further 
samples  have  shown  a  great  improvement  and  this  supply  is  now  fit 
for  human  consumption , 

Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough,  The  swimming 
bath  situated  at  Shade  Sehoolj,  Rochdale  Roadj,  Todmordenj  is  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  gehcol  ehildrenj  Technical  School  Students  and 
members  of  Todmorden  Swimming  Club, 

The  source  of  water  used  for  filling  the  bath  is  from  the 
Calderdale  Water  Board  Public  Supply,  Frequent  emptying  and  filling 
of  the  bath  is  unnecessary  as  the  water  is  continually  filtered  5 
aerated  and  chlorinated. 

Examinations  from  the  free  chlorine  content  of  the  water  are 
carried  out  by  the  bath  attendant  and  samples  of  the  water  are  taken 
periodically  for  bacteriological  examination.

Eefuae  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  10/20  cubic  yard  Lewin  Refuse  Collection  vehicle  was 
replaced  by  a  Demia  18/25  cubic  yard  Paxit  III  Continuous 
Loading  Refuse  Collection  Yehicle  which  was  put 
into  service  in  August j  and  the  collection  of  refuse  is  now  being 
carried  out  by  this  vehicle  and  one  7  cubic  yard  Dermis  Refuse 
Collection  Vehicle .  Both  vehicles  are  used  full  time  on  the 
workj  providing  a  weekly  collection  in  the  Borough  exdept  for 
certain  outlying  districts  where  a  fortnightly  collection  is  made. 

The  collection  of  nightsoil  is  carried  out  by  the 
Corporation’s  gully  emptying  machine  which  has  been  adapted  for 
the  purpose p  and  the  contents  of  the  tank  are  discharged  down 
a  manhole  situated  on  the  main  sewer  some  distance  from  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

It  has  still  not  been  possible  due  to  staff  shortages  etc. 
to  put  into  effect  the  system  of  collection  whereby  all  dustbins  are 
collected  from  and  returned  to  households  by  the  dustmen,  but  it  is 
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hoped  to  carry  out  a  aurvey  of  the  district  for  this  purpose  next 
year*  111  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  V/oedhouse  by  ^’controlled 
tippdng”  and  is  carried  out  by  the  driver  of  a  Fordson  Major 
Tractor  fitted  with  ’^Muiedo2er  Blade’*  and  ’’Cameron  Gardner  Rear 
Loader'*,  A  Johnson  *’Twin/65  Model  3£  Dumper’*  with  a  standard  skip 
is  used  to  traiisport  material  for  covering  over  the  deposited  bays 
of  refuse. 

Tipping  continued  throughout  the  year  at  Causey  Wood. 

Work  ms  completed  during  the  year  on  the  open  culvert  and  the 
stream  has  now  been  diverted  from  its  previous  course.  After 
drainage  work  has  been  completed  and  rubble  has  been  laid  in 
the  bed  of  the  stream,  tipping  of  refuse  will  be  able  to  commence 
in  the  bottom  of  the  valley. 

The  income  from  the  charges  made  for  tipping  "other  refuse”  on 
the  tip  during  the  year  was  £170,  compared  with  £192  for  the 
previous  year. 

Salvage  recovery  also  tahes  place  at  Woodhouse  and  comprises 
the  collection,  and  where  necessary  the  sorting  from  refuse  of 
various  materials  such  as  waste  paper,  scrap  metals,  rags,  carpets 
etc , 


Almost  all  the  waste  paper  is  collected  separately  during  the 
collection  of  household  refuse,  in  addition  to  which  there  is  a 
special  collection  from  factories  and  business  premises. 

The  weight  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year  was  4,127  tons 
and  the  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  was  €14,500,  The  income 
from  the  sale  of  salvaged  materials,  charges  for  tipping  etc.  was 
i^2,575>  giving  a  net  cost  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
refuse  of  £11,925^

A  Sfflaka  and  -Sulphur  Dioxide  VoluiBetric  Apparatus  is  installed 
at  the  Medical  Centre ,  and  daily  readings  therefrom  have  been  taken 
throughout  the  year.
